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FINK NOT TO 
BE PROSECUTED

Wounded Man Says He Won't 
Proceed Against Friend’s 
Husband, 


WOMAN CARES FOR HIM 








Mrs, Fink’s Story Shows Man 
Made Mistake in Marry- 
ing Younger Person 


HILDELRAND MAY LIVE 





Wourded Letter Carrier Vows 
on Cot He Is Through 
“Chasing Around.” 





Edward Hildebrand of 8524 Water 
Street, who was shot early Monday by 
Samuel Fink of 119 East Schirmer street 
a3 he was leaving Ehlinger’s wine gar- 
den in St. Louis County with Mrs. 
Sophia Fink, wife of Fink, declined 
Tuesday to make any statement to the 
county authorities about the shooting, 
further than to say that he would not 
prosecute Fink. 

A man who would not give his name 
called on Fink at the Carondelet Police 
Station Tuesday and told Fiyk that he 
had done right and promised to give 
him all the financial assistance he might 
need for defending charges against 
him. 


Mrs. Sonhia Fink has not made up 
her mind whether she will stand up for 
her husband or for Hildebrand. 

She likes both of them, she says, and 
it will be rather hard for her to decide 
which to favor when it becomes neces- 
sary for her to testify. 

Just now, as Hildebrand is fighting for 
his life on a City Hospital cot with a 
bullet in his lung, she sympathizes more 
with him than with her husband, in a 
First District Police Station cell, and 
is devoting her attention to him. She 
accompanied him to the hospital early 
Monday and was back at noon to see 
him and stayed as long as the nurses 
would allow, t she has not been to 
see her husband. She is inclined to cen- 
sure him for shooting Hildebrand with- 
out giving him a chance to defend him- 


“If he had done it in a fair fight it 
wouldn't have been so bad,”’ she says. 

If Hildebrand lives it is not probable 
that Mrs. Fink will help her husband's 
case very much. Concerns of the present 
rest rather lightly on Mrs. Fink’s spirits 
and she is not disposed to deal with con- 
tingencies until they arise. 


In Doubt Over Testimony. 


She has heard about the “unwritten 


law’’ and knows that her husband 
pleads it in justification of his act and 
appreciates what the effect would be if 
she should testify that her husband had 
reasor to be jealous of Hildebrand, but 
she does not know whether she will so 
testify. 

Mrs. Fink is decidedly pretty, with 
large blue eyes, set well apart, a broad 
brow, rounded cheeks, a_ well-formed 
nose, small mouth and attractive figure. 
She is capricious and wilful, but good- 
natured and light-hearted. What anx- 
lety she Indulges is for Hildebrand. 

“If he should die I would feel awful 
bad,”’ she told a Post-Dispatcn reporter. 
; “I wouid think that I was to blame for

According to Mrs. Fink’s own story, 
Fink himself of quiet tastes and tem- 
perate, settled habits, made the mistake 
of marrying a girl 10 years younger than 
he, too pretty and too fond of pleasure 
and admiration to be contented with the 
easy-going domestic Hfe which satisfied 
all his requirements. 

“My husaband is 30,"’ said Mrs. Fink, 
“and I am 20. We were married three 
years ayo. We had known each other 
only two months. We got along well 
together until lately. He always treated 
me well. Hie never beat me or anythinz 
like that. And he provided well 
enough for me. 

“But he isn’t like me. He is so set- 
tled. Regular old grandpa, you know. 
He wanted to stay home evenings and 
! wanted to go out and have some fun. 
He would go with me, but he doesn't 
dance, you know, and he would 
sit around all evening and I would have 
to dance with other men. I hated 
do it, but I’m crazy to dance. e's

When it is over, there will be 
no complaint about gag rule, and the 
overthrowing of the will of the ma- 
jority. Everybody will get all the 
chance he wants.”’ 
Before the convention both sides pre- 
dieted success, Sullivan claiming that 
he controlled 1400 out of- the 1665 dele- 
zates and the Bryan people, who are 
headed by Judge Owen Thompson of 
Juckgsonville and Congressman William 
T. Rainey, giving no figures, but assert- 
ing confidently that they controlled the 
situation. 

They declared that unless the conven- 
tion followed the wishes of Mr. Bryan 
and repudiated Sullivan, they would 
fight to the last against any indorse- 
ment of Bryan by the convention.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 21.—The 
defense in the Doss Galbraith lynching 
trial had its inning today, from the mo- 
Ment court convened, as, after looking 
for some witnesses that failed to put 
in an app-airnes, the State rested its 
case. The §State’s attorneys made the 
forma] announcemenr that all their evi- 
dence was in as soon as court opened, 
but were induced to withdraw it long 
cnough for the defense to recall two of 
the State's witnesses who testified yes- 
‘terday. 

Then the defense began the task of 
establishing an alibi- for Doss 
braith up to 10:30 o’clock on the night 
of the lynching and an explanation of 
his acts on the square after that time. 
When court adjourned for the noon re- 
cess his movements had been explained 
by the defense witnesses up to the time 
at which the alibi ends. 

lie is placed at a second-hand store 
away from the square during the time 
the mob was forming, at the house of a 
friend for an hour during the time that 
the mob was making the attack on the 
Jail and with his 13-year-old boy during 
the rest of the evening on the square 
until after midnight, when he is claimed 
by the defense to have gone home with 
that son and stayed there. 

The State did not succeed in breaking 
into the sequence of events as explained 
by these witnesses to any purpose. The 
evidence against their story is principal- 
ly the testimony of the negro convicts 
brought to Springfield yesterday from 
the Penitentiary at Jefferson City. 
‘for their first recall witness, the at- 
torneys for Galbraith examined L. V. B. 
Rucker, the newspaper reporter who 
testified for the State yesterday and es- 
tablished the fact that, though he was 
at the Jail all through the attack by 
the mob and on the tower in the square 
until the ropes were rigged to hang the 
first two negroes, he did not see Gal- 
braith at either place. 


Did Not See Galbraith. 


“I did not know Galbraith at that 
time,”’ said Rucker, “‘but I have met 
him since and I cannot identify him as

When almost an hour had gone by and 
there was no news of Mrs. Hall, Val 
Mason, chief attorney for Gai:braith, 
consented to put on some of his regu- 
lar witnesses. 

He called Virgil Barker,.a clerk in a 
second-hand store, by which the mob 
passed on their way to the Jail. He 
testified that Galbraith was tn that 
Store when the mob passed: that Gal- 
braith did not leave the store until 
some time after, and that when he did 
leave he went in the opposite direction 
from that in which the mob had gone. 

The State made a hard effort to shake 
this testimony. but failed. 

By the time the examination of Bar- 
ker was completed Mrs. Hall was in 
court. The defense forced her to admit 
that she had been tried and convicted 
twice. Then they tried to get the charge 
on the record, but failed. 

Mrs. Hall was the witness who testi- 
fied for the State that she was on the 
square until midnight when the negroes 
were hanged and heard Galbraith call 
to 1. crowd of men to come with him, 
and then saw him depart in the direc- 
tion of the Jail. 

Douglas Cornelius helned the early 
evening alibi for Galbraith by sustain- 
ing the defense’s contention that about 
li o'clock Galbraith was on the city 
market lot a block and a half away 
from the public square, talking to his 
oldest boy. Cornelius swore that he 
saw Galbraith there. 

William Bothman continued the alibi 
chain by declaring he also saw Doss Gal- 
braith on the City Market just before 
Poth man came to the City Square. The 
defense having developed the fact that 
Bothman came to the City Square. The 
afer seeing Galbratth, and that one of 
the negroes was hanging when he got 
there, they will maintain that Galbraith 
could have had nothing to do with that 
hanging at any rite. 


Galbraith’s Son Called. 


The calling of Virgil Galbraith, elder 
son of Doss, precipitated a battle. The 


State objected to his being allowed to 
testify, as he had been with his father 
in the courtroom when the other wit- 
nesses had been excluded. The objection 
was overru!:«’. and the boy, who is 13 
years old, was allowed to tell his story 
to the jury. \irgil told of being out at 
play late the nighttof the mob and of 
meeting his father on the City Market 
lot. This was between 10:30 and 11 
o'clock, he thought. , 

“I talked with father a minute,” he 
continued, “and then I ran down to the 
house. I was only there a minute and 
father waited for me. I came to the 
square with him and when we got there 
one negro had been hanged and they 
were hanging the second one.”’ 

Virgil was present at the altercation 
between Galbraith and Williamson, the 
story of which was told in court yester- 
day. The boy’s version of this is that 
Williamson said: “The men who are 
hanging these negroes are not as good 
as the negroes they are killing,’’ and 
that his father threatened to ‘‘smash 
Williamson itn the mouth’ if he ‘‘talked 
that way again.” 

The boy insisted that his father went 
home with him about half-past 12 and 
did not leave the house again that night. 
Young Virgil told his story in a 
straightforward manner and a long 
cross-examination by Prosecutor Pat- 
terson fatled to weaken it in any detail. 


Boy Could Not Remember. 4 


During the boy's cross-examination, 
the State made the first attempts at 
connecting defense witnesses with the 


mob. This action was predicted sev- 
eral day ago. When Virgil Galbraith 
passed into their hands they tried to 
draw from the boy information as to 
men whom he saw or did not see on 
the square whjle he was there the 
night of the lynching. Some of the 
names mentioned are supposed to be 
on the list of secret indictments in 
conection with the lynching. 

The State got no information from 
Galbraith’s son, as he could not re- 
member seeing any of the men men- 
tioned. Virgil also told of seeing his 
father near the Jail before the ne- 
groes were taken from the Jail. 

With these two meetings. one before 
the taking of the negroes and the other 
after, as a basis, Prosecuting Attorney 
Patterson went after the boy, “~hammer 
and tongs, in an effort to show that he 
was mistaken in the time that he met 
his father on the market lot. But it 
was useless. He could only get one an- 
swer from him—the one the boy first 
made—‘l saw my father at Booneville 
and Center streets before the negroes 
were taken from the Jail, and I met 
him On the city lot afterward and came 
to the square with him.”’ 

Galbraith’s movements on the night 
of the mob were further explained by 
Mrs. Mattie Tallmann, who furnished 
his alibi from about 9:15 to 10:15 by tes- 
tifying that he Was at her house with 
her husband during that time. 

John Flory was the witness select- 
ed by the defense to pick up the alibi 
thread with the departure of Galbraith 
from the Tallmann house. Flory testi- 
fied that he met the defendant on the 
square at about 10:30 o'clock. This part 
of the alibi, with what went before, 
keeps Galbraith away from the Jail at 
the time the mob first went there and 
rade the attack. 

Flory declared that he and Galbraith 
went to the Jail together after they 
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met on the square. The defense in- 
tended to prove further by him that 
they went on a suggestion from Gal- 
braith that they go and see if they 
could be of any aid to the officers, but 
the State’s lawyers fought against the 
introduction of the conversation be- 
tween Flory and Galbraith and they 
were successful, as Judge Lincoln ex- 
cluded this portion of Flory's testi- 
mony. 

“Did you see Galbraith on the tower 
in the square while the lynching was 
going on?’ boldly asked Attorney Ma- 
son. 

‘‘No, sir, I did not,’* said Flory. 

Flory testified that after the negroes 
had been burned he got a small piece 
of the rope which had hanged them. 


One of the most interested spectators 
of today’s proceedings was Mrs. Mary 
Duncan, mother of Horace Duncan, the 
second negro who was hanged. Mrs. 
Duncan slipped into the courtroom by a 
side door just before court convened and 
sought a seat in the rear of the room. 

All were taken, however, and the old 
woman, clad in deep mourning, was 
taken in tow by a Deputy Sheriff and 
given a seat in front of the Judge’s 
bench in the space reserved for attor- 
neys and court officers. 

There she sat during the morning ses- 
sion listening to every word and shek- 
ing her head violently whenever mention 
was made of the death of her son at the 
honds of the mob. 

The State has established what looks 
like a strong case*against the prisoner, 
though he may shatter it by the alibi 
that he will interpose as a defense. 
Galbraith admits being in the crowd 
after the first two negroes were hanged, 
but declares that he was raising his 
voice in the interest of law and order. 
He denies that he was at the Jail or in 
the crowd before the first negroes were 
taken from their cells. 

Several prisoners in the Jail have 
sworn that Galbraith was one of the 
first men to enter the prison, and other 
witnesses have testified that they saw 
Galbraith in the crowd with a rope over 
his afm. |

Margaret Elson, 12-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. George Eckelberry, who 
occupied the flat at 1425 Market avenue, 
was sleeping on a quilt in front of the 
rear door. She was awakened by the 
barking of a dog belonging to Thomas 
Ratcliffe, who occupied the next flat. 
She saw flames in the rear, seemingly 
in the northwest corner of the lumber 
sheds. 

She woke the, family with her cries of 
fire. 

Walter Eckenrodd, who lives across 
the street, saw the flames and awak- 
ened William Lathrop, his next-door 
neighbor. Lathrop leaped out of bed, 
putting on his shoes as he ran, and 
kicked at the doors of the flats to wake 
the sleeping occupants. Eckenrodd 
turned in an alarm at a nearby box. 


As the families occupying the build- 
ings saw the flames they hurriedly be- 
fan to carry out their goods. Before 
any articles of furniture could be re- 
moved it was impossible to re-enter the 
building, which now seemed ablaze from 
one end of ,.the row to -the other. B. V. 
Ratcliffe attempted to enter a second 
time to save more of his belongings and 
was badly burned about the hands and 
arms. Several men ran to the stables 
of the lumber company and the Meyer 
Coal Co. and untied the horses, running 
them out into the open lot. 

As Engine Company No.5 came down 
the street the loosened horses became 
frightened and dashed back towards the 
fire. Ed Meehan, captain of No. 3's, 
jumped from the reel, ran between the 
fire and the stampeding horses, shut the 
Stable doors, and, with clubs, drove the 
10 horses into vacant lots. All the fire 
companies were called out, and seeing 
that the block of buildings and the flats 
were doomed, they turned to saving the 
surrounding buildings. 


Firemen Are Surrounded. 


Ed Meehan and Tim Donohue climbed 
to the roof of the cottage at 1418 Wal- 
nut avenue, occupied by William 
Schwartz, to direct the men, but that 
building was on fire and they were sur- 
rounded by the flames before they real- 
ized their danger. Both were compelld 
to jump through the flames 20 feet to 
the ground. Neither was injured. The 
cottage was almost totally destroyed.. 

The burned buildings were situated 
in the block bounded by Fifteenth 
street, Walnut avenue, Fourteenth 
street and the Southern Railroad tracks. 
Two of the cottages east of Fourteenth 
street were saved. The Mississippi Riv- 
er Lumber Co.’s buildings, of which L. 
D. Abbott is president, occupied about 
half of the burned territory. The 
offices and lumber yard occupied the 
ground floor and the upstairs was all 
fiats. The building was a _ two-story 
frame and was 150 by 100 feet. 

The E. M. Meyers Coal Co. occu- 
pied another two-story frame building 
immediately adjoining. The ground 
floor and part of the second floor was 
used as offices and coai and feed ware- 
houses. Meyers and his family occupied 
part of the second floor. A large amount 
of inflammable matrrial from _ the 
World’s Fair grounds was piled in the 
rear yards. The Coons Coal Co. office 
was in the southwest corner, and a 
small building occupied by Zelman Sup- 
pleman was in the southeast corner of 
the burned area. All of these were a 
total loss. The flats extended from 1422 
to 1486 Walnut avenue. 

This block of buildings is surrounded 
on the west and north sides by numer- 


lous cottages, separated only by narrow 


streets. The Bradford Coal and Feed 
Co., across the street, was on fire, but 
was saved. Cottages across the street 
occupied. by A. Donnelson and Thomas 
Cauliffe, 1425 and 1427 Walnut avenue, 
were on fire several times, but were 
only slightly damaged. 
Hose Burst When Laid. 

Two cars standing on the railroad 
tracks, one loaded with coal and the oth- 
er empty, were destroyed. Several oth- 
er cars were pulled out before they were 
burned. For some time the buildings of 
the Hezel Milling Co. were in danger. 

The heat was so intense and the 
street were so narrow that the Fire De- 
partment had trouble in_ keeping 
streams playing on the fire. When the 
lines of hose were laid along the street, 
the hose burst, and new hose had to be 
brought. 

The families occupying the burned 
flats, and who lost all of their proper- 
tv, were those of B. V. Ratcliffe, A. D. 
Dodson, Tipton Bell. George Eckelberry, 
M. E. Meyers, Amian Roseli. William 
Schwartz and Zelman Suppleman.

John Scherrer Says Saloon- 
keeper Assisted in Vicious 
Attack on Him.

John Sherrer, a saloon keeper at 6303

“I can't arrest him unless Gumperts 
Says so,’”’ said Walthers, according to 
Scherrer. 

“I am a citizens and demand that you 
as an Officer arrest that man,” said 
Scherrer. 

“Well, I can’t do it unless Max will 
stand for it.’’ reiterated the county 
Constable, according to Scherrer. 

“If you won't take a hand I will call 
Sheriff Herpel myself,” said Scherrer. 

As he stepped to the telephon eto call 
Sheriff Herpé# some one who he did not 
see struck him a hard blow*upon the 
head. As Scherrer turned he was struck 
again. This time it was Gumperts who 
hit him. he alleges.

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WOMEN ACCUSE 
TWO POLICEMEN 


File Affidavits Charging Them 
With Accepting Meals 
and Presents. 








GILLASPY IS DOUBTFUL 


Men Declare That Stories Are 
Result of Their Official 


Activity. ° 


Acting Chief of Police Gillaspy is in- 
vestigating affidavits filed against Po- 
licemen George M. Kinsey and Andrew 
J. Matlock of the Central District in 
which the officers are charged with ac- 
cepting presents and favors from women 
in a house conducted by Lottie Craig, 
alias Henry, at 1002 Walnut street. The 
accused officers emphatically deny the 
charges, | 

The affidavits, seven in number 
against each officer, are sworn to by 
Lottie Craig and six other persons. They 
allege that Kinsey and Matlock have 
spent a great deal of their time in the 
Walnut street house, eating and drinking 
at the expense of the women, when they 
should have been attending to police 
duty, and that the women bought one 
of the policemen a gold ring with a red 
stone setting when he expressed a wish 
that he had one |ike his brother officer. 

Lottie Craig is the same woman who a 
few months ago called on Chief Gillaspy 
and threatened to “spiel on’’ him if he 
did not order his policemen to let her 
alone. Slie said she would tell things she 
knew about the Chief when he was a 
Sergeant. Chief Gillaspy ordered the 
woman taken before the grand jury with 
the injunction that she be made to tell 
everything she knew. On the way to 
the grand jury room the woman broke 
down and cried and said she was only 
bluffing. 

Chief Gillaspy says he is not satisfied 
with the affidavits against Kinsey and 
Matlock and will investigate them thor- 
oughly before filing charges against the 
policemen. ; 

Records of the City Hall Police Court 
show that Officers Kinsey and Matlock 
have been waging an active campaign 
against the house conducted by Lottie 
Craig. She has been fined $50 time and 
agiin by Judge Tracy, while fines of 
$10 -have been (frequently = assessed 
against others arrested there. Matlock 
and Kinsey both declare that the afti- 
davits against them are the result of 
spite. They say the women threatened 
to “get even’’ with them if they did not 
quit raiding the house. The previous 
records of the accused policemen are 
good. Neither of them has ever been 
befure the board on charges. 

“Since the police graft investigation 
women like Lottie Craig have an idea 
that they can swear an officer's life 
away if they don’t like him,” said Chief 
Gillaspy. “It would be a rank injustice 
to Kinsey and Matlock if I were to file 
charges against them without investi- 
gating these affidavits. If I find there 
is any truth in the charges I will not

SANTIAGO, Chile, Aug. 21—A slight 
earthquake shock at 7:40 o'clock lust 
night threw Santiago into a panic, but 
the disturbance soon subsided and no 
damage was done. 

Word has been received that Secretary 
Root will reach Santiago soon, to ren- 
der all possible official and personal 
assistance to the stricken inhabitants. 

Brief messages today do not tend to 
reduce the estimates of the loss of life 
and damage to property. On the other 
hand, the latest report says the loss of 
life at Valparaiso is greater in propor- 
tion than at San Francisco, and a con- 
Servative estimate places the figures at 
over 3000 deaths. A conservative e_ti- 
mage gave 5000 gead Saturday, and it is 
believed that it will be near this num- 
ber. In the prison alone there are over 
280 dead or injured, and in one church 
over © bodies have bi counted. 

With every report ings losses 
are increased by thousands of dollars, 
and the latest report gives £6,000,000, or 
$30,000,000, at Valparaiso alone, and this 
is said to be a minimum estimate. For 
the entire section it is said the loss 
will foot $300,000,000, and there is no way 
of ever calculating the actual loss in 


dollars and cents. 


Curepto, about 12% miles south of Val- 
paraiso, with 3000 inhabitants, is men- 
tioned as having suffered greatly with 
heavy loss of life, but no figures are 
given. Molina, 155 miles below Valparai-

Food supplies have arrived at Valpa- 
raiso, but it is still scant, and the poor 
and homeless are suffering. 

Raze Tottering Bulldings. 

Only now can the seriousness of the 
ruln wrought by the recent earthquake 
begin to be appreciated. Most of the 
modern houses are unsafe for habitation 
and the authorities have organized a 
special corps to pull down the tottering 
bilidings. In most of the streets it is 
not safe to walk on the pavements, ow- 
me to falling debris, 

ntiago resembles a camp. The pub- 
lic squares and the principal avenues 
are crowded with ae sleeping in the 
open. All kinds of carriages and carts 
have been requisitioned to sleep in. 

The night of Aug. 16 was rendered 
dreadful flashes of lightning and pour- 
ing rain, the electric cables and wires 
snapping as a result of the constant, 
strong earth shocks which occurred all 
thet night, causing the greatest con- 
sternation, which was heightened by the 
tage of the fire bells announcing the 

reaking out of fires in various quar- 
ters of the city. Each earth shock was 
followed by wails and prayers from the 
people, who were kneeling in the mud. 

The first ag shock lasted four min- 
utes and fifty seconds. Such a long 
shock had never occurred before in the 
memory of any inhabitant of Santiago. 
It caused the bells of the churches to 
ring, pictures swung from the walls and 
there was a great heaving motion of 
the ground. xperts say that the only 
thing which saved Santiago from com- 
plete ruln was that the motion was cir- 
cular, The principal shock was from 
Valparaiso to err and Meripilla, 
with its center at mache.

“Amerine, who tobk part in the mu- 
tiny, assures me that it was not or- 
ganized by the crew, as has been re- 
ported by the newspapers, but was in- 
Siigated by the cruisers commander, 
Capt. Isvolsky. His design was to bring 
all the Baltic fleet under his command, 
and, co-operating with garrisons at 
_ §S8veaborg and Cronstadt, to capture the 
cities of Rima, Reval, Lidau ard Per- 
nan. 

“This would have given the revolution 
@ great impetus, and would have been 
the signa) for a general uprising. 

“When that came it was his intention 
to sil to Peterhof and bombard the 

alace, at the same time sending arms 

rom Cronstadt to be distributed among 
the peasants in the neighborhood of 
the palace. 

“The scheme would not have been dif- 
ficult to carry out, for a majority of 
the people are only waiting for some 
such opportunity. It failed because of 
dissensions among the _ revolutionary 
leaders, who, instead of Gp-operating, 
were stupidly fighting among them- 
selves. 

“Realizing that the daring enterprise 
was hopeless, Isvolsky took a revolver 
and killed himself.

For awhile Mrs. Runyan tagged Har- 
old, and in that way he was soon 
brought back home, but he did not have 
any tag Tuesday when he left home im- 
mediately after breakfast. 

Monday, for the first Harold 
told the police his name. and said he 
lived at Kighteenth and Olive streets. 
He wore the same pink waist and blue 
overalls when he left Tuesday morning 
that he had on Monday. 

Engineers, firemen and street car men 
have come to Know Harold, and watch 
for him, as he. does for them.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 21.—Claud 
Miller, formerly of this city, but who has 
more recently been engaged in railroad 
construction work in Virginia, has ar- 
rived here with the bodies of Charles 
Smith of Asheville and Al Powers of 
Laurens, S. C., both of whom were 
killed in a bloody battle In the moun-

Miller was unable 
to give full details of the fight or state 
the exact number of killed and wounded, 
but says that at least nine men were 
left for dead on the field of battle. 

The mountaineers attempted to rush 
the camp. A number of men were en- 
gaged and the firing on both sides con- 
tinued with unabated fury for several 
hours. Smith and Powers, who were 
foremen in the Sam Doggett camp, were 
killed early in the engagement. Smith 
was shot while directing his men and 
Powers rushed to his assistance, when 
jhe, too. was shot down. Archer Miller, 
also formerly of this city, was des-" 
perately wounded. The names of others 
killed or wounded could not be ascer- 
tained. The mountaineers are said to 
‘have suffered heavy losses.

CUBAN ARMY INCREASED 
Rebels Capture Rural Guards— 
Fighting Reported West 
of Havana. 
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By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Close watch 
is being kept by the American Govern- 
ment on the developments of the revo- 
lutionary movement in Cuba for the 
purpose of determining whether this 
Government will be forced to intervene 


in the interest of peace. 

Jacob Sleeper, the American Charge 
ad Affaires at Havana, has been directed 
tu keep the State Department advised 
of the progress of the revolution. The 
question now being considered is wheth- 
er the United States shall interfere of 
its own volition or whether it will wait 
until President Palma has made an ap- 
peal for assistance. 

Under the provisions of the Platt 
amendment providing for turning Cuba 
over to its people and in a treaty be- 
tween the United States and Cuba, the 
United States is given the right-to in- 
terfere in the affairs of Cuba for the 
preservation of the sovereignty of Cuba 
ugainst any foreign government, and 
aiso to interfere for the maintenance 
of veace and order if domestic condi- 
tlons warrant such a course. This Gov- 
ernment is given the right to — 
whether or not the time has arrived in 
which to interfere. 

No definite information has been re- 
ceived as to whether the Cuban Gov- 
ernment ia able to subdue the revolu- 
tion which has broken out there. The 
American Minister has not given the 
Department any light on this matter. 
If President Palma decides that the 
situation is beyond his control it is not 
believed that he would make a direct 
uppeal to the American Government, 
and it would, in all probability. come 
through the American Minister at Ha- 
Vana, or the Cuban Minister in Wash- 
ington. If the situation there becomes 
serious this Government will interfere 
on its owm motion.
